driven out of the Lackawanna steel 
plant be went to Boston.

CHINESE MOVE 
AGAINST RUSSIA 


Troops Start Advance Up­ 


on Czar’s Men Who Have 
Entered Mongolian 
Domain 


PRESIDENT NOW FAVORS WAR 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18 — The su­ 
preme court of the United States to­ 
day upheld the decree of dissolution 
against the Standard Sanitary Man­ 
ufacturing company and allied con­ 
cerns 
known as the "Bath 
Tub" 
trust, decided by the federal court of 
Maryland. The trust had been or­ 
dered dissolved as a combination in 
restraint of trade despite its con­ 
tention that the decree was an inva­ 
sion of its patent rights. 
The decision was regarded by gov­ 
ernment trust busters as one of the 
most important since the Standard 
Oil decree. In the so-called “patent 
monopoly" decision, last year, the 
court held that the owners of a pat­ 
ent might dictate the term s under 
which the patented article could he 
sold. It had been feared that the 
court might apply this reasoning to 
the 
Sherman law and prevent 
the 
government from attacking any of 
the trusts which controlled big pat­ 
ents. 
The decision, however, was a 
sweeping denial of such a view-. The 
entire case hinged on the right of 
the owner of a patented article to 
make such use of it as to create a 
monoly in the manufacture and sale
